That contest was play­ 
ed at New Haven on Saturday, Nov. 
13, 1175, on a field measuring 40u.v 
200 feet, and was wit ness* id by about 
1,500 spectators, including several 
hundred women. 
The num ber of players on a team 
j w’as optional with the captain, the* 
rules simply specifying 
that 
from 
eleven to fifteen might be played. 
The game was divided into three 30- 
niinute periods and the* only scoring 
permitted was a goal following touch 
down, kicked over the goal bar sus­ 
pended ten feet above the ground 
from two uprights twenty feet apart. 
Harvard won by four goals to noth­ 
ing, the Crimson scoring two in the 
first half hour and one each in the 
remaining two 
periods.

H irvard's cheering contingent con­ 
sisted of I aiWstudents who made the 
trip from Cambridge to witness the* 
play. No admission was charged and 
the size* of the crowd and absence of 
gate re<eipts contrasts sharply with 
the fact that very close to 120,000 
persons paid $240,000 to see the H ar­ 
vard- Y.lie games of 1914 and 1915.

Very good Panamas can be had, 
we are assured, for $75, and some as 
low as $4. When it comes to soft felt 
hats, $20 will buy the best, and for 
hard felt, $8 while $10 will secure 
the best French imported silk high 
hat. When a woman buys a new hat 
she has it sent home in an elaborate 
box covered with roses4 like the old- 
j 
fashioned chintz or wall paper pat­ 
terns. 
It gives it a Parisian atmos- i 
phere, even if the creation never saw 
Paris; but w’hen a man buys a new 
hat he usually tells the 
hatter 
to 
"chuck” the old one. Sometimes, very I 
seldom, he has it sent home, intend­ 
ing to give it to the man who cuts 
the law n and takes out the ashes, and 
then he forgets all about it, and his 
wife gives it to the rubbish man or ! 
the Salvation Army man at the first 
call. As for the "cast-offs” that are 
“chucked” by the hatter, the sec­ 
ond-hand man 
comes 
around 
and 
takes them away. He refurbishes the 
ones w’orth while and sells them at 
any price, the others are stripped of 
the bands and bindings and leather 
sweatbands for the rag bag and the 
remainder goes to the dump.
